•outherii aeaa Theaa aharka are known aa 
employment af;entA, and, Itnuige aa it may 
ap|)ear, none of them are nativa^ of thia 
country. 

As a rule the employment aRPiits do not 
deaire to have their methods of doing buai- 
neftslaid bare to tbe light, although they are 
"licenwd" by the mayor's marshal. 

A reporter who bad bad some experience 
of the Italian employment agents' methods, 
came into poaaeaaion the other day of a cir- 
cular printed on a typewriter, as follows:

The second paragraph of this in^cenious 
circular appeals strongly to those employers 
■who have had a witiety nf sfrilcas and who , 
desire to lie let alone to do thnir business in 
their own way. 

"By upecial arrangement which we make 
with the men fui nished by us, we are en- 
abled Ui guarantee our cuBtoniers again.st 
any (leleiition liy ■drlkd or other labor di.s- 
turliaiice. ' Here wiis soiiietlunt; so g(Kxi 
that it oupht not to li« hiildeu H«ay in Mul- 
berry street. Whatever luethoii the firm 
adopte<1 should be public property. Ktiighta 
of lAltor and trades unlonista, liesldes thou- 
Batula of iiianufa<-lur«m, must all be aiizioua 
to know Just how strikes aud labor disturb- 
anoea can be prevented and capitalists and 
laborers work together in harmony. This 
discovery should be known.

FREE O AWADIAN CANALB. 

Arguments Made l»y Onr Northern Neigh- 
bor fur the Abnlition of Tolls. 

Ottaw.<, Out., July 31.— The efforU at 
WoshiiiK'ton to secure to Unit«i States eiti 
Bens the use of well and other Canadian 
canals on terms of equality with the inhabi- 
tants of the dominion, in accorilance wi th 
the terms of the Washington treaty, are 
likely to prove prisluctive of gfXKl results. 
Your corres|K)ndent learns on unquestionable 
authority that the matter is now before the 
cabinet, and that the dominion government 
has decid»>d to remove the present discriniin- 
ation in (avorof grain ilastined for Montreal. 

While admitting that discrimination has 
been made in favor of Montreiil against 
otoer Canadian jH>rts wi st, the tjovei niiieiit 
willnot admit that any iliscriinination^has 
been made against citizens of the United 
Btotea, who, the minister of cust(jnis holds, 
have been treated throughout on terms of 
equality with the inhabitants of the domin- 
ion in the u^e of the Canadian canals, as no 
higher rate of tolls was imposed on the prop- 
erty of American citiaena than on that be- 
longing to Canadians in passing through 
Canada, when destined for tbe same port, 
whether in Canada or the United Statea. 

The government, however, oaa taka ao ac- 
tion in tbe matter thin year, as by an order 
in the council the alleged discriminatory re- 
daotioas o( toll* was made (or the season of 
naTigatlaa during the current year and can 
aol ba amended. The Montreal Oaaette, 
orgaa of the government, urgea that instead 
of rettiming to the old system Ot charging 
twenty oenu a ton bikni all graia (reight

Killed aad Aaoiher Woaaded. 

KoHcll'sKo, Miss , July 31 — A shooting 
fvffray in winch the parties involved raiigad 
each side of the color line (X"curre<l here Fri- 
day night Mason Jones, colored, was 
wounded, and Ike Jennings, colored, re- 
Oeived a fatal shot, from which he died next 
morniiij^. Between 8 and 0 o'cKK-k a crowd 
of a dozen white men came up Jefferson 
Street (rom the east, and stopping in front of 
A Sim|>son'8 house, Wesley Sneed, who wai 
with the crowd, began to beat MaafMI Jones, 
who was standing in the door. 

Mason jumped back a few feet into tbe 
house, and shooting began between him and 
ths parties at the door The number of 
shots tired was varloualy estimated at from 
seventeen to twenty-five. Ike Jennings, 
who was in tbe house at tbe time, and nearly 
in range between tbe parties, received a 
wound in the right side, from which he died 
Saturday morning. An iiuiuest was held 
and the jury found that the shooting was 
done unintentionally by Mason Jones, while 
ihooting at parties outaide the door.
